THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKET  "^^^mentofao^/ 
Prices  paid  for  American  apples  at  the  Hamburg  auction  on  Thursday, 
February  17,  were  considerably  above  Liverpool  levels,  according  to  quo- 
tations cabled  by  Mr.  Ed^in  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in 
Europe.    The  demand  is  active  for  all  high  grade  fruit  and  supplies  of  all 
varieties  are  moderate. 

The  market  is  under  supplied  with  red  dessert  varieties,  states  ULt. 
Smith.    All  barreled  varieties  sold  steadily  at  from  $6.81  to  $8.27  per 
barrel.    Washington  Tinesaps  were  in  active  demand  at  from  $3.16  to  $3.77 
per  box.    Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  sold  slowly  at  from  $3.04  to  $3.65  per 
box  because  of  the  general  poor  condition  of  the  fruit.
